This will be next Tuesday—Armis­ 
tice Day—when the new $3,000,000 
reinforced concrete bridge, erected 
by York and Lancaster counties, will 
be formally dedicated 
The new span, which was opened 
October I, will be closed from I to 
4 p rn on Armistice Day, according 
to 
the 
motor 
federation, 
which 
through its ninety arillated clubs in 
Pennsylvania is handling plans for 
the rerouting of Lincoln highway 
traffic in this section during the 
dedicatory ceremonies. 
The federation suggests that mo­ 
torists bound eastward on the Lin­ 
coln highway on the afternoon of 
Armistice Day turn off at Gettys­ 
burg to Harrisburg and thence east­ 
ward either by wa^ of Lancaster or 
through Reading to Philadelphia or 
New York 
Westbound traffic on 
the Lincoln highway that afternoon 
can turn off at Lancaster, thence 
through Harrisburg to Gettysburg 
Motorists bound from points east 
of the Susquehanna to Baltimore 
and Washmgton can leave the Lin­ 
coln highway at Lancaster and fol­ 
low what Is known as the Conowingo 
bridge route. 
This is over good 
roads the entire distance, according 
to the federation, and is two miles 
shorter than by way of York.

bridge, which for years carried both
